Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tipton et al. (US 
5,652,810) (hereinafter referred to as 'Tipton'). 

Tipton teaches a sample probe 1 1 for analyzing fluid. The probe 1 1 comprises a 
generally tubular housing 13. Inside the housing 13 is a fiber optic operatively connected to a 
hght source 21, and a fiber optic operatively connected to a detector 22. A base 36 of probe 1 1 
includes a plate 37 of glass or mirrored surface for defining the lower extremity of the sample 
fluid region (col. 2, line 37-col. 3, line 47).

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Hoult (US 5,077,481) teaches an optical probe for measuring light transmission of liquid. 
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Doyle (US 5,418,615) teaches a probe for liquid sample analysis by light transmission.
